U.S. soccer team advances in World Cup 


PORT OF SPAIN, TRINIDAD — The United States advanced to the 
World Cup finals for the first time in 40 years by beating Trinidad and Tobago 
1-0 Sunday on Paul Caligiuri’s goal in the 30th minute. 

Trinidad, playing before a boisterous overflow crowd of 35,000 at National 
Stadium, needed only a tie to become the smallest nation ever to qualify for the 
World Cup. But Caligiuri spoiled the national celebration with a spectacular 
left-footed shot. 

Tab Ramos made a throw-in and Caligiuri raced down the left side before 
sending a curving, dipping shot that went into the upper right corner. Michael 
Maurice, the Trinidad goalkeeper, was in the middle of the net and had no 
chance to stop the shot. 

Caligiuri is a 25-year-old from Diamond Bar, Calif., who played for SV 
Meppen of the West German second division before rejoining the National 
Team full-time in May. He also beat Trinidad, and Maurice, by scoring the only 
goal in a 1-0 World Cup qualifying victory on May 19, 1985 at Torrance, Calif. 

The United States, which played in the 1930, 1934 and 1950 World Cups, 
became the 24th and final team to qualify for next year’s finals, which begin 
June 8, 1990 in Milan, Italy. 

Cameroon qualified earlier Sunday, beating Tunisia 1-0. 


E. Germany approves more changes 


BERLIN — East Germany’s Parliament Saturday approved a reform- 
minded Cabinet, launched an inquiry into official corruption, and named a 
panel to study constitutional changes that could end the Communist monopoly 
on power. 

In Leipzig, thousands of activists held a peaceful rally demanding free 
elections now that would give voters a chance to remove the Communists from 
power. East German state-run television said up to 50,000 people attended, 
but an Associated Press reporter on the scene estimated the crowd at 10,000. 

The turnout was lower than expected in the southern industrial city where 
crowds of 300,000 and more have been protesting for weeks. New Forum and 
other opposition groups organized today’s rally. 

Elsewhere, more than a million East Germans poured into West Berlin and 
West Germany, window-shopping or snacking on bratwurst to celebrate the 
second weekend of their new-found freedom to travel. 


Graduation ceremonies to include prayer 


AMERICAN FORK — Prayer will remain a fixture at Alpine School 
District high school graduation ceremonies, despite a lawsuit in another 
district that challenged denominational prayers at such events, an official 
says. 

“T have no intention of eliminating prayer from graduation exercises,” said 
Alpine Superintendent Stephen Baugh, who holds that prayer is a ceremonial 
function protected by guarantees for religious freedom. 

He said the district welcomes representatives of all religious faiths to 
participate in its public gatherings in which prayers are said. 

Earlier this year, Jordan District in Salt Lake County announced it would 
discontinue prayers at high school graduations because a lawsuit had been 
filed challenging denominational prayers at Brighton High.

Jordan District officials said they could not justify the costs of litigating the ° 


issue, although they were reluctant to bow to the pressure when they felt the 
majority of their patrons would support prayers at graduation. 


Man arrested in connection with slaying 


CEDAR CITY — Iron County sheriff's deputies arrested a 19-year-old 
West Valley man Friday for questioning in the slaying of a 33-year-old Corinne 
man in central Utah’s Battle Creek Canyon. 

Dean Thornburg was taken into custody about 4:30 a.m. on Interstate 15 
near Cedar City, Iron County Attorney Scott Burns said. 

Thornburg, arrested without incident, was returned to Utah County for 
questioning in the shooting death of Sidney Yamasaki, who authorities said 
may have been the victim of a drug-related homicide.

WASHINGTON — The Senate late Friday got cold feet and backed away 
from a congressional pay raise of more than $30,000 — passing instead an 
increase of only $8,900 for itself. 

The Senate approved its plan 56-43 only hours after it seemed to be ready to 
accept the House-passed package. The Senate left in place the raises of more 
than 35 percent for the House, federal judges and top government executives. 

The bill was sent back to the House, where quick approval was expected. 


“T believe it to be an unwise decision for the Senate,” said Senate Majority 
Leader George Mitchell, D-Maine, not to adopt the full pay raise and accompa- 
nying ban on speech honoraria in the House plan. 

When it became apparent he didn’t have the votes, Mitchell proposed, as a 
fallback, that the Senate take a raise of only 9.9 percent, or about $8,900, for 
itself, billed as a cost-of-living adjustment. Both chambers now make $89,500 a 
year.

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Senate approves smaller pay raise bill — 


Guerrillas return to strongholds;

SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador — 
Leftist guerrillas withdrew from San 
Salvador’s outskirts Sunday, winding 
down their biggest offensive of the 
civil war and pulling back to their 
mountain strongholds. 

Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas 
said that with the guerrilla with- 
drawal “a dreadful wave of revenge, 
repression and witch hunting may fol- 
low.” The attorney general said Riv- 
era Damas and a Roman Catholic aux- 
iliary bishop should leave El] Salvador 
for their own safety. 

About 800 mourners meanwhile at- 
tended the burial of six Jesuit priests 
and two others who were slain and 
mutilated early Thursday at their res- 
idence at Jose Simeon Canas Central 
American University. 

The United States has pressed 
rightist President Alfredo Cristiani 
for a full investigation of the killings, 
anda U.S. senator warned U.S. aid to 
E] Salvador could be curtailed if Cris- 
tiani cannot control right-wing death 
squads from operating in the country. 

There was virtually no gunfire in 
the capital as troops regained control 
of the working-class districts of Za- 
camil and Metropolis on the north 
side, Mejicanos in the northeast and 
Soyapango on the eastern edge of the 
city. 

Army patrols moved through the 
shattered streets, strewn with the 
rubble of fighting. On some streets, 
several burned bodies could be seen. 

Later Sunday, security troops 
raided for the second time in a week a 
small church in the capital harboring 
refugees from the fighting. 

A military news release gave a ten- 
tative count of nearly 1,000 soldiers 
and guerrillas killed since the rebels 
launched their offensive in San Sal- 
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vador and other cities in the country 
Nov, 11. 

The military said 784 guerrillas 
were killed, 527 wounded and 129 cap- 
tured and government forces lost 208 
killed and 627 wounded. 

Radio Venceremos, the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front’s 
clandestine radio station, claimed 827 
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soldiers were killed or wounded but 
gave no breakdown. 

Neither the military nor rebels 
gave an estimate of casualties among 
civilians, who suffered heavily in the 
block-by-block fighting. The Red 
Cross said an estimate was difficult 
because many bodies are still in the 
streets.

Cougars embarrass rival Utah, 70-31

The BYU Cougars scored touch- 
downs on their first seven possessions 
and revenged last years loss by em- 
barrassing state rival Utah 70-31 Sat- 
urday at Cougar Stadium. 

Quarterback Ty Detmer scored on 
every one of his possessions (before 
giving way to Sean Covey) and the 
Cougar offense took advantage of a 
poor-tackling Ute defense to compile 
more than 750 yards of total offense. 

Detmer said, “They really couldn’t 
stop us on offense. We had great play 
calling and everthing was there.” 

On the day, Detmer completed 18 
of 22 passes, for 358 yards, four touch- 
downs and no interceptions to tm- 
prove his NCAA leading passing effi- 
ciency to 175.5. Detmer also broke 
the NCAA record with 42 touchdown 
passes as a freshman and sophomore 
surpassing Bernie Kosar’s mark of 40 
with Miami. 

Detmer can break two NCAA 
records next week against the San 
Diego State Aztecs. He is currently 
tied with 11 straight games of more 
than 300 yards in passing equaling 
Jim MeMahon’s mark set in 1980. Det- 
mer also needs just less than 350 
yards passing to break McMahon’s 
NCAA mark. 


Cougar head coach LaVell Ed- 
wards said, “Ty Detmer is as good at 
executing, reading, and knowing 
what to do as I’ve seen. He makes 
good decisions and he knows what he 
is doing all the time.” 

Cougar place-kicker Jason Chaffetz 
also broke two school records, for 
most point-after-attempts in one 
game with 10 breaking Dave Taylor’s 
mark of nine against Southern Missis- 
sippi in 1976 and for consecutive 
point-after-attempts. 

Chaffetz now has 36 consecutive 
kicks to break Leonard Chitty’s old 
mark of 29. 

Chaffetz will break the school 
record for consecutive field goals set 
by Chitty at eight ifhe connects on his 
next field goal. 

Chaffetz said, “I’ve just been doing 
the basic things. Kevin Coggins (long 
snapper) and Andy Boyce (holder) 
haven’t given me a bad snap all year.

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Daniel Benshoff of 185 BYU stu- 
dents who have cars, conducted Oct. 
16-19, asked students to rate the 
present parking conditions on a scale 
of one to 10 — very poor to excellent. 
Seventy-five percent of students with 
Y-permits rated parking at four or 
below. Of the students with Graduate 
permits, however, nearly 73 percent 
rated parking at seven or above, re- 
flecting some satisfaction with their 
relatively close parking. 

But all that could change. Herroun 


“T believe one should avoid building 
a parking structure until space and 
land are unavailable,” Parks said. 
Maintenance costs on the U of U’s two 
parking garages are high. Parks spec- 
ulated that an annual fee for one stall 
in the garage would be $600 to $700 to 
cover construction and maintenance 
costs. 

Naylor, who built the parking 
garage at the state and county gov- 
ernment complex in downtown 
Provo, said the concept of a parking 
garage is an expensive but excellent 
one. 

“BYU has got a lot of people in a 
concentrated area going to lots of dif- 
ferent buildings. I would think that 
their only option would be to go up, 
not out.” 

Naylor said the cost for the six-and- 
one-half story parking structure, 
which houses 705 stalls, was $2,500 
per stall. 

Jacobs said underground parking is 
even more costly than high-rise park- 
ing. He estimated it would cost 
$20,000 per stall for below-ground 
parking. 

Increased use of the UTA bus sys- 
tem is another option to ease the 
parking problems. 

“UTA can help by giving students 
an alternative to fighting for parking 
and eliminating walking distance,” 
said Kip Billings, Provo UTA official 
and member of the solutions commit- 
tee. 

The Parking Solutions Committee 
is soliciting suggestions from stu- 
dents, faculty and the community to 
deal with the parking problems. Pro- 
posals and ideas for solutions to 
specific problems should be sent to 
Eugene Jacobs, adjunct professor of 
law and chairman of the Parking Solu- 
tions Committee, at 504 JRCB. Stu- 
dents should submit their ideas in 
writing to BYUSA representative 
Brian Shutzman at 455 ELWC.

continuing graduate parking alto- 
gether since the new museum will 
eliminate a large portion of the al- 
ready limited space designated as 
parking. 

Although the university currently 
has 16,382 parking stalls, more than 
60 percent of the students surveyed 
rated the availability of parking at 
three or below. 

“We have a lot of parking, it’s just 
not situated where they (the stu- 
dents) would like it to be,” said Glen 
S. Thurgood, Associate Professor of 
Civil Engineering and member of the 
Traffic Solutions Committee. “People 
basically don’t like to walk too far.” 

More than 39 percent of the avail- 
able parking is in the unrestricted lots 
next to the Marriot Center and Cou- 
gar Stadium. 

“BY U’s problem is they can either 
provide parking close in, or traffic in 
people by way of shuttles,” said David 
Graves, Provo City Traffic Engineer 
and member of the solutions commit- 
Lee; 

James H. Backman, chairman of 
the University Parking Committee 
and professor of law, said the univer- 
sity is considering the installation of a 
people-mover system. 

“One alternative is busing in from 
stadium parking, but it would be hard 
to convince people to park far away 
and be shuttled in. Just like convine- 
ing them to use the UTA system. Peo- 
ple are just that way, they want to 
park close to where they are going,” 
said Clyde Naylor, Utah County engi- 
neer. 

Fewer than five percent of the stu- 
dents surveyed suggested a shuttle 
system as a means of improving the 
parking situation. 

Herroun said he likes the idea of 
having shuttles run from parking lots 
to campus. “This interests me — it 
has possibility. Based on other cam- 
puses experiences, I am more in favor 
of shuttles.” 

“We find our best solution to our 
parking problems is to take care of 
available parking we already have,” 
said Bob Parks, assistant director of 

Parking Services at University of 
Utah. “We started using two shuttle 
buses this year from our perimeter 
parking to the interior of campus.”
